Arrest 
follows 
rescue 
at flat 

A MAN has been arrested on 
suspicion of arson after a 
mother and her three- 
month-old baby were 
rescued from a fire at a flat 
in Tividale. 

Police were called to the 
blaze at the flat above the 
Post Office in Elm Terrace 
by fire crews just before 4am 
on Wednesday. 

An 18-year-old woman 
and her child were rescued 
from an upstairs bedroom, 
where they were trapped by 
smoke, after the fire broke 
out in a storage room on the 
ground floor. 

The baby was passed 
through a window to fire¬ 
fighters on a ladder, before 
the woman was helped out. 

A man at the property 
made his own way down. 

The woman and baby 
were treated at the scene by 
paramedic. The baby was 
then taken to Russells Hall 
Hospital ias a precaution. 

Police said today it was 
believed the fire was started 
deliberately. A 20-year-old 
man has been arrested on 
suspicion of arson with 
intent to endanger life. He 
was due to be questioned by 
detectives yesterday 

(Wednesday). 

Inspector Pete Rowe, said: 
“This was a serious incident 
that could have had really 
tragic consequences.” 

Fraud cases 
worth £3m 

SANDWELL Council’s anti- 
fraud team dealt with 318 
cases totalling more than £3 
million last year. 

The counter-fraud team 
for the council’s audit 
service has revealed it dealt 
with a total of 219 housing 
benefit or council tax benefit 
cases in the 2012/2013 finan¬ 
cial year, with a total value of 
£1,288,780. 

The figures are part of the 
team’s annual report, which 
was being reviewed by the 
council’s audit committee 
today (Thursday). 

The team also dealt with 
three cases of tenants sub¬ 
letting their homes. 


£4M BOOST AT 
HOSPITAL A&E 


SANDWELL Hospital is celebrating 
after being awarded more than 
£4 million of emergency funding to 
help its accident and emergency 
department cope this winter. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust, 
which runs Sandwell General Hospital in West Bromwich, 
City Hospital in Birmingham, Rowley Regis Community 
Hospital and Leasowes Intermediate Care Centre will 
receive £4,218,000. 


Chief executive Toby 
Lewis said: “We welcome 
this additional funding to 
help us continue to improve 
our services to patients over 
the coming winter.” 

He added that bosses 
would decide how to split the 
Government money 

between social, primary and 
acute cares. 

However, he said it had 
already been decided that 
the bulk of the funding 
would go towards out-of- 
hospital provision. 

Under pressure units else¬ 
where in the region have 
missed out. Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s A&E at New Cross, 
which has seen record 
patient numbers in the last 
year, has not been allocated 
any cash and Dudley’s Rus¬ 
sells Hall and Walsall Manor 
hospitals have also been 
snubbed. 

New Cross chief executive 
David Loughton said the 
cash was ‘rewarding 
failure’. 

Health Secretary Jeremy 
Hunt announced an extra

£500m for the next two 
years and outlined how half 
of that will be shared 
between 53 NHS trusts this 
year. ] 

To receive funding in the 
second year, hospitals will 
have to ensure at least three 
quarters of their staff have 
been vaccinated against the 
influenza virus. 

Mid Staffordshire NHS 
Trust, which runs Cannock 
Chase and Stafford hospi¬ 
tals, has been allocated 
£3,747,000. 

Wolverhampton NHS 
Trust, The Dudley Group

Jobless queues shrinking 

JOBLESS queues are shrinking in Sandwell in line with 
nationally, as figures revealed unemployment in the UK fell 
by 24,000 between May and July to 2.49 million. 

The decline in unemployment underlines recent reports 
suggesting a gradual recovery in the UK’s economy. 

In Sandwell the claimant count fell by 408 to 12,339, or 6.3 
per cent of the borough’s working population. But the West 
Midlands remains the second worst affected area for unem¬ 
ployment in the UK, with 267,000 of the region’s adults out 
of work, down 5,000. At 9.8 per cent, the West Midland’s rate 
is way above the national average of 7.7 per cent.

CHILDREN can go for 
gold thanks to new 
outdoor gym equipment 
which has been installed in 
Tipton with cash from the 
Government’s Olympic 
Legacy programme. 

The six pieces of outdoor 
gym equipment at Tipton 
Green Junior School have 
been introduced as part of a 
wider project to improve the 
grounds after a rebuild of 
the site two years ago. 

Funded by a £10,000 Gov¬ 
ernment grant as part of the 
legacy fund, the equipment 
is designed to be used by 
children during break times 
and in PE classes. 

Headteacher Lawrence 
Rouse said: “The funding we 
received from the Govern¬ 
ment came as part of a 
project to improve the provi¬ 
sion of PE at schools. 

“We could spend the 
money on anything but we 
decided this would be the 
best use of the funds. 

“The children absolutely 
love it and it’s being used a 
lot - we have even caught 
one or two parents giving it a 
go.” 

The trim trail includes 
balancing beams and a rope 
bridge designed to improve 
agility and the overall 
fitness of youngsters. 

The school now plans to 
build a £100,000 eco-zone 
complete with a glass bio¬ 
dome for growing vegeta¬ 
bles. 

An orchard and chicken 
run will follow later this year 
that will allow children from 
other schools to experience 
outdoor activities and learn 
about healthy eating. 

“We still have big plans for 
the school to make it even 
better,” added Mr Rouse.

mourns 

trainer 

THE boxing community was 
in mourning this week after 
the sudden death of Black 
Country trainer, manager 
and matchmaker Dean 
Powell. 

Fighters, promoters and 
all those involved in the 
sport have paid tribute to 
the 47-year-old from Tipton. 
The trainer had 25 years in 
the sport. 

The matchmaker, who has 
worked with some of the 
nation’s top fighters includ¬ 
ing Nigel Benn, Joe Calza- 
ghe and Chris Eubank, 
started his career in Dudley 
and Tipton training at local 
amateur boxing gyms, 
before moving to London. 

In the 1980s he taught at 
both Tipton and Thorns 
Amateur Boxing Clubs, and 
also helped out at Dudley 
where he trained former 
English middleweight 
champion Darren McDer¬ 
mott, from Tipton. 

Shock 

Mr McDermott said: “I 
can’t believe it, it has come 
as a bit of a shock. When I 
first started boxing at eight- 
years-old in Dudley, Dean 
was there, training me in 
1986, so I’ve known him all 
my life. 

“Dean then moved to 
London and started to learn 
his trade down there, 
working with the likes of 
Nigel Benn, Eubank, every¬ 
one - he travelled all over 
the world and worked with 
some of the best. 

“When I turned profes¬ 
sional I signed up with Dean, 
and did 22 fights with him. 
He was a good bloke, one of 
the best.” 

Mr Powell recently 
worked for promoter Frank 
Warren. “All of us are deeply 
saddened and shocked by 
the loss of our very close 
friend and colleague, Dean 
Powell,” said a statement 
from Mr Warren’s Queens- 
berry Promotions 

“Dean was a valued and 
popular member of our team 
and within the sport of 
boxing, and our thoughts 
and prayers are with his 
family.” 

The cause of death has not 
been disclosed.

Alcoholic is jailed for 
claw hammer attack 
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AN ALCOHOLIC, who beat his neighbour so 
viciously around the head with a claw 
hammer that it bent, has been put behind bars 
for 18 months.

The hearing was told Mr Harris was pinned to a sofa by 
another person as Fraser-Nellist rained blows to his head 
and shins. 

Mr Hugh O’Brien-Quinn, 
prosecuting, saidd: “Mr 
Harris was at the defen¬ 
dant’s flat where they had 
an argument. Not long after 
he was asked to leave, Mr 
Harris received a telephone 
call from the defendant 
asking him to return to the 
flat. He then said there 
would be ‘no tools’ which 
was referring to no weapons. 

“Mr Harris was taken 
down onto a sofa and pinned 
down by another person in 
the flat. The defendant had 
taken a claw hammer and 
beat Mr Harris several times 
to the head and to the shins.

Paul, 22, hit 
fund target 
before death 

A DETERMINED cancer 
patient from Great Barr, 
who launched his own 
charity foundation and 
raised thousands of pounds 
to fight the disease, has died 
at the age of 22. 

Paul Oakley died at the 
Bloxwich home he grew up 
in after battling cancer for 
almost two years. In his last 
months Mr Oakley set up a 
charity called The Joker 
Foundation to raise cash for 
the Teenage Cancer Trust 
and the Royal Centre 
Defence Medicine Patient 
Welfare Fund. 

Cough 

He vowed to raise £5,000 
before his death and reached 
that target, raking in cash 
through a 10km trek in July. 

Mr Oakley was diagnosed 
with cancer after visiting his 
GP about a niggling cough in 
2011. He was given radio¬ 
therapy but the cancer in his 
chest spread to his liver, 
lungs and stomach. In April 
doctors told him his condi¬ 
tion was terminal. 

Mr Oakley, who joined the 
Navy when he was 16, said 
before his death that his 
family helped him to stay 
positive. He married his wife 
Joanne, aged 34, in June, 
and formed a close relation¬ 
ship with her 15-year-old 
son Brad. 

His father Andrew Oakley 
said: “Paul lived life to the 
full. He was not one to be sat 
in front of the telly, instead 
he would be out playing foot¬ 
ball and tennis, and he 
joined the sea cadets.” 

A full military funeral will 
be held at All Saints Church 
in Bloxwich today (Thurs¬ 
day) at 2.30pm, followed by a 
cremation at Streetly Cre¬ 
matorium. 

50 new jobs 
at shoe shop 

FOOTWEAR retailer Schuh 
will create 50 jobs with its 
new store in West 
Bromwich. 

The shop is the latest to 
sign up to the £200 million 
New Square shopping and 
leisure development and it is 
hoped it will be open by the 
end of the year. 

Planning documents have 
revealed 10 full time and 40 
part time jobs will be 
created. 

The Schuh team are start¬ 
ing work this month, but as 
of yet there is no firm 
opening date. 

It comes as it emerged 
seven new jobs will also be 
created under plans to 
improve a rubbish plant in 
Tipton.

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Borough 
just not 
qualified 
enough 

MORE than half of all 
working age people in 
Sandwell have no qualifica¬ 
tions or do not know what 
qualifications they hold, it 
has been revealed. 

A total of 52.6 per cent of 
those of working age living 
in the borough - equating to 
105,030 people - either do 
not have any qualifications 
or do not know what they 
have.That figure stands at 
54.2 per cent for unem¬ 
ployed people in Sandwell - 
5,737 residents. 

The highest number of 
those without qualifications 
are in the Friar Park ward, 
Wednesbury, with 61.2 per 
cent of the local population - 
4,932 people. Of the unem¬ 
ployed there are 56.3 per 
cent, or 246 people, who do 
not have qualifications or 
know what they have. 

Sandwell Councillor Ian 
Jones, cabinet member for 
jobs and economy, said the 
figures may be affected by 
historic problems. 

He said: “Education now 
has got better, so those 
getting qualifications now 
will be feeding into the 
system but we will still have 
the historic levels of those 
who don’t have qualifica¬ 
tions. 

“There will be a tipping 
point, with more youngsters 
getting qualifications, 
sooner or later the number 
of those without qualifica¬ 
tions of working age will 
drop - those negative figures 
will be diluted.” 

The best performers, 
according to the report for 
the housing, jobs and 
economy scrutiny board 
committee, are residents in 
the Abbey ward, Smethwick. 

Bus stabbing 
case adjourned 

THE case of an alleged killer 
from Walsall, accused of 
murdering schoolgirl 
Christina Edkins on a bus in 
Edgbaston, has been 
adjourned until next month. 

Phillip Simelane, 22, is 
accused of stabbing 16-year- 
old Christina to death while 
she was on her way to Lea- 
sowes High School on the 
number nine bus in Birm¬ 
ingham on March 7. 

Christina, of Ladywood, 
died at the scene. 

Simelane, of Dalkeith 
Street, was due at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court for a plea 
and case management 
hearing on Friday. 

But the hearing was 
adjourned until October 2. 
Simelane did not appear in 
court. 


Bedroom tax leads to rent arrears nightmare

MORE than £600,000 has been clocked up in rent 
arrears by Sandwell residents affected by the con¬ 
troversial bedroom tax, it has emerged. 

A total of £634,350 is owed by three quarters of 
the tenants affected by the new rules and they 
could face eviction. The shortfall has been accrued 
in just five months since the controversial changes 
were introduced in April. 

In total, Sandwell Council has rent arrears of 
almost £2.5 million. Borough finance boss Coun¬ 
cillor Steve Eling said the situation was a ‘night¬ 
mare’. 


Under the bedroom tax anyone in council or 
social rented housing faces a 14 per cent or 25 per 
cent cut in their housing benefit if they have one 
or more spare bedrooms. 

Families 

It means families potentially paying hundreds 
of pounds extra a year in rent unless they move to 
a smaller home. 

As of March 31, there were 579 households in 
Sandwell looking to downsize but by the start of 
September this rose to 666. 

Councillor Eling said: “We are four to five 


months into the impact of the bedroom tax now 
and it is pretty dire. 

“I understand 75 per cent of people hit by 
bedroom tax are now in arrears so it is pretty bad 
and that arrears figure will just continue to grow. 

“It is a nightmare scenario because theoreti¬ 
cally all of those people with arrears could get 
evicted.” 

The policy was intended to encourage people 
under-occupying social housing to move to 
smaller properties, freeing large homes. But coun¬ 
cils say there are not enough smaller properties. 


Site next to M6 could 
deliver up to 500 jobs 


UP TO 500 new jobs could be created under a 
£2.5 million project to develop a parcel of land 
next to the M6, it has been announced. 

Sandwell Council and the Black Country Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership have joined forces with the St Francis 


Group for the scheme, which 
will see the 22-acre Opus 
Blueprint site developed 
next to junction nine of the 
M6 at Wednesbury. 

Under the scheme, road 
improvements to access to 
the site - close to the Ikea 
store - will take place. The 
site, which already has 
outline planning consent for 
the development, has been 
blighted by travellers and fly 
tipping. 

Funding 

The £2.5m funding has 
come from the Govern¬ 
ment’s Growing Places 
Funding and it is hoped the 
jobs would be created over 
three years. 

The scheme will be carried 
out by St Francis Group and 
development partners Opus 
Land. St Francis Group has 
a proven track record in 
delivering regeneration 
across brown field sites 
through site management 
and development, while 
Opus Land is active in both 
the development and invest¬ 
ment field. 

Sandwell’s jobs and 
economy boss, Councillor 
Ian Jones, welcomed the 
news. 

He said the site would 
have the capacity to hold a 
number of companies, 
potentially generating 500 
jobs, and hoped the close 
proximity to the region’s 
motorway network would 
attract business. 

He added: “We are hoping 
that further investment will 
attract logistics or manufac¬ 
turing companies. It is a 
fairly large piece of land.

St Francis 
group will repay the loan on 
completion of the develop¬ 
ment allowing the funds to 
be recycled for other proj¬ 
ects.” 

Rob Baird, director for the 
St Francis Group, added 
there would be benefits for 
all partners. 

He said: “Sandwell 

Council and Black Country 
LEP have taken an intelli¬ 
gent approach to attracting 
businesses to the borough by 
working with the private 
sector to provide finance to 
enable St Francis Group to 
bring forward the Opus 
Blueprint employment 
site.”

Council spend £250k on 

laptops to save money 


MORE than £250,000 will be ploughed into 
improving technology at a children’s services 
department at Sandwell Council, in a move 
bosses say will cut costs in the long run. 

The council wants to introduce ‘agile working’ and 
will spend £257,000 on hundreds of laptops and IT 


equipment under propos¬ 
als that were recently 
approved. 

The project will also 
support the council’s accom¬ 
modation strategy which 
aims to save money on office 
costs, rent and business 
rates by enabling children’s 
services staff access to com¬ 
puter systems while they are 
out of the office. 

Borough finance boss, 
Councillor Steve Eling said: 
“These new computers are 
replacing older desktop 
machines that are no longer 
up to the task.” 

A report to Councillor 
Eling said that the money 
should be spent on 212 Elite 
Books laptops as well as the 
software. 

It is planned to start 
rolling out the computers 
between next month and 
March 2014. 

Savings 

The report stated: “Chil¬ 
dren’s services have recog¬ 
nised their need to develop a 
flexible workforce to reduce 
costs and for savings to be 
made whilst supporting a 
more cost effective and effi¬ 
cient workforce. 

“The introduction of agile 
working will help achieve 
this and also provide an 
enhanced working environ¬ 
ment for employees as well 
as improving service deliv¬ 
ery.” 

The report added that by 
introducing the technology, 
it would encourage a more 
timely update of case infor¬ 
mation by enabling social 
workers to work from a 
variety of locations. 

It adds: “This will be to 
the benefit of the children 
themselves and all those

involved in the process of 
supporting vulnerable chil¬ 
dren.” 

The computers will give 
staff the flexibility to work 
from court, work from home 
and will also reduce journeys 
as they will enable them to 
work remotely, rather than 
have to drive back to the 
office. 

The reduction in mileage 
claims is estimated to save 
the service up to £20,250 a 
year. 

Councillor Eling added: “I 
want to see some real cost 
savings in day to day opera¬ 
tion as a result of the invest¬ 
ment that I am putting in 
and the equipment. 

“I’m really looking 
forward to this making a big 
difference because social 
workers do spend a lot of 
time out of the office.” 

As part of the ongoing 
office accommodation strat¬ 
egy, around 1,000 staff are 
relocating. 

This streamlining is esti¬ 
mated to be saving the 
authority around £2 million 
a year. 

Staff have already been 
moved out of the municipal 
buildings in Rowley Regis as 
well as Development House, 
Shaftesbury House and 
Environment House. 

By the end of 2014, the 
council will have vacated 
eight of its larger office 
buildings. 

This will mean the reloca¬ 
tion of some 1,000 staff and 
will help the authority 
tighten its belt in the face of 
making the requied massive 
savings of £100m on council 
spending by 2017.

Thousands 
dodge fines

Almost 10,000 went 
uncollected Sandwell alone 
during a 12-month period, 
figures have revealed. 

Sandwell Council may 
have missed out on as much 
as £678,500 due to 9,850 
uncollected fines in 2012. 

Over the past five years it 
has missed out on funds 
from 45,519 fines. 

The maximum parking 
fine in Sandwell is £70. 


Benefit fraud aimed to help disabled son 


A MOTHER-of-seven claimed £42,500 in benefits despite 
having more than £50,000 in bank and building society 
accounts, a court was told. 

Gwendolyn Thomas claimed income support and housing 
and council tax benefits between May 2007 and March 2011, 
without revealing she had a substantial amount of savings. 

The 59-year-old, from Beeches Road, West Bromwich, 
admitted three charges involving benefit fraud at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. Mr Trevor Meegan, prosecuting, 
said Thomas illegally obtained £42,586 when, at one stage, 
she had more than £50,000 in her seven savings accounts. 


Judge Michael Challinor said he was satisfied the grand- 
mother-of-nine had not been motivated by greed but by a 
desire to put money away for the future of her disabled son. 

“I have read a number of references and it is clear there 
is a lot of good in you,” he said. 

Repay 

“It is perfectly plain you have done all you can to repay a 
substantial amount of the money. I am satisfied the tax¬ 
payer will get back all the money you obtained.” 

Mr Riaz Mohammed, defending, said Thomas did not lead 


a lavish lifestyle and had been saving the benefits she picked 
up for her disabled son. 

“She went to the authorities to admit what she had done,” 
he said. “She wanted to put money on one side for her son 
for the time when she would no longer be around to provide 
him with care.” 

Thomas has already paid £25,000 back to the Department 
of Work and Pensions. 

She was given a six-month jail term suspended for 18 
months and placed on supervision for a year. She is now 
facing a further hearing under the Proceeds of Crime Act. 


Ultimatum to NHS over 
key sites left in limbo' 


COUNCIL chiefs in Sandwell are calling on 
NHS England to build three health centres 
they have promised - or face losing the land 
earmarked for the schemes. 

Sandwell Primary Care Trust (PCT) had promised to 
build new health centres in Wednesbury, Great Bridge and 
in Langley, and the council had spent thousands clearing the 
land for the projects. But when the Government abolished 
the PCTs the project was put on hold and the land left empty. 
Now, cash-strapped Sandwell Council chiefs have written to 
NHS England demanding they either build the centres, or 
the land will be sold. 

The multi-million pound scheme was expected to see a 
£9m Wednesbury health centre, a £5.6m super surgery in 
Oldbury and a £5m centre in Great Bridge built.

Jobs and economy boss 
Councillor Ian Jones said the 
sites have been clear for 
around two years, and there 
is still no news as to whether 
the badly-needed centres will 
be built. 

He said: “These are prime 
locations, and worth millions 
of pounds. If the centres 
aren’t going to be built we 
could dispose of the land. 

“We have written to NHS 
England asking them to 
make a decision on the plans. 
We have just been left in 
limbo.”

A family steeped in the traditions 
of selling ice cream has gone 
back to its origins with the refur¬ 
bishment of a classic 1973 van. 

DEBORAH HARDIMAN reports 

FROM humble beginnings on a 
pushbike, to their first factory in 
Dudley, the Urso family’s 
passion for ice cream has 
coursed through their veins for 
generation after generation. 

Ever since Alfonso Urso climbed out of 
the coal pit and hopped on his bicycle 
clutching his shiny new ice cream seller’s 
permit, the Ursos have never looked back. 

Now third generation Black Country 
vendor Alfonso Urso has spent six months 
and around £5,000 restoring an eye-catch¬ 
ing classic van. 

He has returned the 1973 Bedford CF to 
its former glory after snapping it up on 
eBay for a cool £3,500. 

Emigrated 

The 41-year-old former Pool Hayes 
School pupil has been turning heads 
round Willenhall with the pink and white 
motor. 

He is the third generation from his 
family to run the business known as 
Alfonso & Sons. It was set up in 1956 by 
Mr Urso’s grandfather, also called 
Alfonso, who had emigrated here from 
Sicily. 

The van, which plays the Greensleeves 
tune, will next month take pride of place 
on display at a national ice cream business 
conference in Crewe. 

Mr Urso said: “My dad Carmelo wanted 
to do up an old ice cream van, but unfortu¬ 
nately he died in 1999 before he could do 
it. He wanted to do up a van in the way 
they were designed back in the early days. 


“That’s why myself and my son have 
done it, in memory of my dad. I think he 
would have been very proud with the 
result, 100 per cent. The public reac¬ 
tion has been great. 

“I get pensioners coming to me and 
telling me their ice cream stories from 
when they were children. They also 
take photos of it because it reminds 
them of the past. 

“Selling ice cream has always been 
our family trade. When my grandad 
Alfonso arrived in this country he 
worked in the coal mines before getting 
a permit to sell ice cream on his bicycle 
and it has remained in the family ever 


since with my son Carmelo, the fourth 
generation,” Mr Urso explained. 

He restored the vehicle with help 
from his 17-year-old son Carmelo, who 
is often at the wheel of another of their 
vans. 

The pair, of Lincoln Avenue, County 
Bridge, stripped the interior and 
installed new machines, before repaint¬ 
ing the outside to the familiar Mr 
Whippy colours - pink, cream and 
white - and fitting chrome bumpers 
and hubcaps. 

Mr Urso, who is married to Nicky, a 
teacher, hopes Carmelo and his other 
children, Lorenzo, aged 10, and daugh¬ 


ter Lucrezia, aged 14, will one day take 
over the family trade. 

He said: “I always knew I would go into 
the business ever since I was little. It’s in 
my blood. 

“I do feel selling ice creams is a bit of a 
dying trade and I’ve got concerns about 
competition from the big supermarkets 
which are selling cheap ice lollies in 
boxes, but we’re still here working hard 
and playing Greensleeves. I hope my sons 
will be able to carry on if they are able to. ” 

He still has strong links with his 
extended family back in Ribera on the 
Sicilian south coast and visits them at 
least once a year. 

“We’re always going there, sometimes 
twice a year. We have a house there and 
all my dad’s relatives. We are very close. 

Potential 

“My grandad worked down the pit in 
Hanley, in Stoke, which a lot of immi¬ 
grants did when they arrived in the 
1950s. When he got his residency papers 
to stay in England he started the busi¬ 
ness on an old fashioned push bike. It was 
like a ‘stop me and buy one’ set up. 

“It was then that he saw the potential 
in selling ice cream as a job and eventu¬ 
ally bought his first ice cream van.” 

In 1969 the enterprising Alfonso 
senior then bought an ice cream factory 
in Dudley Road East, Dudley, which he 
sold in 1980 and which is still in opera¬ 
tion. 

He explained that his uncles Vincenzo 
and Giuseppe and his aunt Josephine all 
run ice cream businesses in London 
along with their children. 

Mr Urso added: “My grandad went 
back to live in Sicily and bought three 
farms, growing olives, oranges and 
grapes. My uncle Vincenzo went back 
with him, but eventually returned here 
because he missed selling ice creams in 
the UK so much.”

Museum Peaky viewing time

AFTER years of being over¬ 
looked or derided by televi¬ 
sion executives, the Black 
Country is finally being taken 
seriously as a drama setting. 

Peaky Blinders, set in Birming¬ 
ham’s criminal underworld during 
1919, will become the latest of several 
period dramas filmed at the Black 
Country Living Museum when it 
reaches our screens tonight (Thurs¬ 
day) on BBC2. 

And unlike the days of Crossroads 
or Auf Wiedersehen Pet, when the only 
references to the West Midlands came 
in the form of hammy accents and the 
odd place name crowbarred into the 
dialogue, the new series starring 
Batman actor Cillian Murphy will 
feature several identifiable locations. 

Much of the filming for Peaky Blind¬ 
ers, named after a mob of sharply 
dressed gangsters who conceal razor 
blades in the peak of their tweed caps, 
took place at the museum. 

Popular 

It follows on from Dancing on the 
Edge, a jazz-age murder mystery, and 
WPc 56, a police series set in the 1950s, 
which were also filmed at the site in 
Dudley. 

Alan Apperley, a media expert at 
Wolverhampton University, is not sur¬ 
prised the area is becoming increas¬ 
ingly popular as a setting for period 
drama, saying that locations such as 
the Black Country Living Museum are 
perfect for such productions. “It’s like 
a ready-made film set,” he says. 
“There are lots of stately homes 
around, but these working-class 
period settings are becoming increas¬ 
ingly scarce, as they have all been lost 
to redevelopment.” 

The Severn Valley Railway was also 
used for filming scenes of Dancing on 
the Edge, and WPc 56 featured scenes 
which were shot at Himley Hall, and 
having such attractions close together 
is another important factor in choos¬ 
ing film locations. 


Black Country Living Museum 
director Clare Byers says talks are 
already taking place about the pros¬ 
pect of a second series of WPc 56 being 
made at the museum, and she believes 
the film crews will become an increas¬ 
ingly common presence at the site. 

“The Black Country Living Museum 
is a producer’s dream, with its array of 
Victorian buildings, old artefacts and 
traffic-free environment,” she says. 

Mike Hobson, the producer of WPc 
56, agrees, saying that the beauty of 
the West Midlands is that there are so 
many suitable locations within easy 
reach of one another. 

“It’s like a Hollywood backdrop, 
there are a wealth of locations suitable 
for filming,” he says. 


“The Black Country Museum was 
ideal, it worked beautifully well with 
that brilliant street of shops, with the 
old motorcycle shop fitting in with the 
period. 

“We filmed a scene on the car park 
behind Dudley Zoo. The only problem 
was the noise from the monkeys. ” 

A second series of WPc 56, which 
follows the fortunes of a young police¬ 
woman struggling to overcome the 
prejudices of a male-dominated envi¬ 
ronment, could open up the prospect of 
more familiar landmarks appearing on 
our screens. 

Hobson said the grounds of Himley 
Hall, with their Capability Brown 
landscaped gardens, could well feature 
in a second series.

SHOPS could be turned into 
restaurants, cafes, bars or 
even a pub at a Black 
Country shopping centre at 
the heart of a £7 million 
revamp in a bid to draw in 
new customers. 

Queens Square Shopping Centre, 
West Bromwich is undergoing the 
multi-million pound overhaul to 
bring it in line with other new devel¬ 
opments in the town. 

However, many of the retail units 
at the centre in High Street are 
empty. 

Now bosses Fairacre have submit¬ 
ted a planning application to 
Sandwell Council to change the use of 
units 16-23 from retail to restaurant, 
cafe, public house, bar and takeaway 
use to attract more visitors. 

Toilets 

The units in question are on the 
west side of the shopping centre, 
facing the pedestrianised zone in 
front of The Public arts centre and 
New Square. 

Refurbishment at the centre 
includes a new main High Street 
entrance, improved malls and new 
toilets. It will also be given a brighter 
feel by allowing more daylight in. 

The first phase of work, which sees 
improved malls and the new entrance 
installed, is under way and will be 
completed by spring 2014. 

Queens Square shopping centre 
remains open throughout its 
makeover. 

Nearly £7m, including £3m from 
Sandwell Council, is being invested 
on improving the centre in the 
coming years. 

Bosses behind New Square had 
won planning permission to turn 
some of the centre’s remaining units 
into takeaways, as the previous plans 
did not include this.

BROWNHILLS first appeared on 
maps and documents in the 
early 1700s. 

The area along Pelsall Road, then 
Wolverhampton Lane, was settled by coal 
miners. 

The lands belonged to the Hussey 
family, Lords of the Manor of Norton 
Canes. 

The Wyrley and Essington Canal was 
opened in 1797. Norton Pool, now Chase- 
water, was built in 1799 as a reservoir for 
the canal system. 

The heath lands of Ogley Hay, which 
shares its 1838 parish with Brownhills, 
were enclosed in 1838, providing farming 
land. 

Early in the 1800s Coppice Side was 
settled and pits spread north towards The 
Rising Sun inn. 

A horse-drawn tramway was built 
linking the workings with the canal 
loading wharves. 

Ogley Hay built its first parish church, 
St James, in 1851. When the South 
Staffordshire Railway came in 1850, what

is now Brownhills High Street, then the 
Old Chester Turnpike Road, became an 
important trading area. 

In 1858 a railway line was cut through 
the middle of the early mining settlement 
and the community moved east towards 
High Street and Ogley Hay. 

Mining ‘ghettos’ formed around St 
James’ Place and Ogley Square. 

Industry 

The Grove Colliery explosion in 1930 
killed 14 local miners, but coal remained 
the main industry until the 1950s. 

A coffee house on the corner of High 
Street and Lichfield Road opened in 1854. 

Its Library and reading room soirees 
and theatre evenings became the cultural 
centre of Brownhills. 

In 1913 it became the first Working 
Men’s Club in Brownhills although it was 
demolished many years ago. 

In 1877 Brownhills Local Board of 
Health was formed, becoming Brown¬ 


hills’ first locally elected town council. In 
1882 the Board Offices (now part of the 
Park View Centre) were built and the dis¬ 
tinctive clock added in 1911. 

In 1894 Brownhills Urban District 
Council was formed, lasting until amalga¬ 
mation with Aldridge in 1966 and finally 
becoming part of Walsall Metropolitan 
Borough in 1974. 

Today, Brownhills retains its own dis¬ 
tinctive character and its busy High 
Street. 

To get even more of a taste of Brown¬ 
hills history and heritage, why not view 
Walsall Local History Centre’s exhibition 
Brownhills Past & Present, which runs 
September 3 to November 30.

Martin and Timothy Beck, originally from Wednesbury, 
may share more of a resemblance to the Mitchell brothers 
from EastEnders than contestants on the Great British 
Bake Off, but they have struck upon a unique idea that 
delivers slices of cake directly to your home - and are hoping 
the new venture proves a hit with sweet-toothed residents 
in the region. 

Run like a traditional takeaway, customers can browse 
the menu before placing their orders over the phone. 

The food is then delivered in a deli box with cutlery direct 
to your door - whether at home or at work. 

Tattooed Martin, aged 34, who stands 6ft 4ins and now 
lives in Lincoln Road,West Bromwich, said the idea came 
about when he and brother Tim, 31, of Anne Grove in 
Tipton, spotted a gap in the market. With Martin’s back¬ 
ground in business and Tim’s in catering, the pair, who both 
have two children, decided to set up business together. 

Marketing 

Martin said: “We both come together to create Cake Me 
Away -1 deal with the sales and marketing while my brother 
does the catering. 

“It’s basically something that we have both always talked 
about. You currently can’t get a company that provides a 
dessert in a box, and if say, you and your partner want some¬ 
thing different, at a supermarket you will have to opt for the 
same thing. The idea for the business just came from think¬ 
ing about the fact that there’s nobody out there that deliv¬ 
ers desserts to your door.” 

Options on the menu include Alabama fudge cake, mocha 
and whisky gateau and a deluxe carrot cake, with brownies, 
waffles and cheesecakss also available. A variety of milk¬ 
shakes are also on offer. While customers can order whole 
cakes, the idea is that the service is more for those wanting 
a dessert there and then. 

At the moment, the brothers use handpicked suppliers to 
source their cakes. 

Martin added, we only delivered 800 leaflets in the area, 
but we were getting orders from places we hadn’t delivered 
to. 

“We are looking for bigger premises now in West 
Bromwich, and will be looking to take people on over the 
next few months, with a minimum of probably four or five 
staff, including a driver and someone to bake.”

A MAJOR college has defended a ban on stu¬ 
dents wearing religious veils - saying it is for 
‘security reasons’. 

Birmingham Metropolitan College which has a campus in 
Hagley Road, Stourbridge and also has campuses in Great 
Barr, Sutton Coldfield and Birmingham city centre, has said 
all face coverings - including hoodies and caps - must be 
removed so individuals are ‘easily identifiable at all times’. 

The ban applies to all students, staff and visitors. 
However, the ban on the niqab - a traditional veil that only 
leaves a slot for the eyes - has been criticised by some 
Muslim girls, with one labelling the policy as ‘disgusting’. 

The college principal said the policy means students can 
study in a ‘safe and welcoming environment’. 

Religion 

Kirsty Williams, aged 17, from Brierley Hill said: “If it’s 
a Muslim’s religion to wear a veil, they shouldn’t ban it 
because it’s part of their religion.” 

Miss Williams, who was wearing a hat, added: “I knew 
they were banning hats but if they can see your face it 
shouldn’t be a problem. I’ll wear mine until I’m told not to. ” 

Principal and chief executive Dame Christine Braddock 
DBE said the policy had been developed to keep students 
safe. She said: “We have a very robust equality, diversity and 
inclusion policy at Birmingham Metropolitan College but 
we are committed to ensuring that students are provided 
with a safe and welcoming learning environment whilst 
studying with us. 

“To ensure that safeguarding is a priority, we have devel¬ 
oped our policy alongside student views to ensure we keep 
them safe. All prospective and progressing students, as well 
as staff, have been advised of the policy, which will mean 
everyone allowed on the premises can understand and know 
each other in a safe environment.” 

Mrs Louise Jones, head of Stourbridge college campus 
said she spoke to students last week to tell them the rules. 

She said: “We ask all students to remove hats, caps and 
veils in college because we are preparing them for the world 
of work. We haven’t banned the burka but there are ways of 
wearing it. We respect different traditions but students’ 
faces must be visible at all times. This is for the safety of stu¬ 
dents so that we know who is on our premises. 

Some students back the policy. Business student Chante 
Young, 17, said: “You don’t know who is underneath it.”

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Storyteller dies after sharing 
tales with hundreds of children 

A POPULAR storyteller who 
shared tales with hundreds of chil¬ 
dren over her 23-year career as a 
librarian has died. 

Tributes have been paid to Joy Hale who 
lost her long battle with stomach cancer at 
the age of 63. Joy worked at Glebefield 
Library in St Mark’s Road, Tipton, and loved 
storytelling and helping children to read. 

Diagnosed with cancer in 2011 she spent 
two years receiving treatment including 
surgery in early 2012. 

She had worked for the library service for 
the past 23 years and continued storytelling 
up until recent months. 

Children 

Her family and work colleagues paid 
tribute to the dedicated worker who ‘kept 
children of all ages entertained’. 

“My mum was a really quiet person but 
when she got up to tell a story she was a com¬ 
pletely different person,” said her daughter 
Sophie. “She was really dedicated to her 
family and joined the library service when we 
started school. It was like a second life for 
her. She really loved teaching children how 
to read.” 

The 32-year-old said her mother was con¬ 
stantly reading books, especially about the 
Black Country and local history. 

She added: “She was a very generous 
person and was always sharing things. I 
think she will be missed by a lot of people.

THE HSBC branch in Black- 
heath is to close down, prompt¬ 
ing fears customers could 
struggle to do their banking. 

The bank’s branch on the high 
street, will be shutting its doors per¬ 
manently on November 22, and has 
started notifying its customers. 

The bank has said customer usage at 
the branch has ‘fallen very significantly’ 
recently, meaning it is no longer viable. 
But one of the town’s traders has now 
raised concerns it could cause problems 
for those living and working there. 

Mary Docker, a former councillor and a 
member of the Blackheath Traders’ Asso¬ 
ciation, said: “The association has been 
banking there for years. 

“I think it is going to cause horrendous 
problems, particularly for people like me 
as it is really convenient. A lot of busi¬ 
nesses bank there, but now the closest 
branches will be in Halesowen or Cradley 
Heath.” 

Locations 

But HSBC has said it is working with 
customers to ‘reorganise their finances’, 
and has said they can still access their 
accounts at any Post Office or at anyone of 
the 14 fee-free ATM’s in a one-mile radius 
of their current branch. 

Spokesman James Thorpe said: “We 
need to ensure that our branches are in 
the right locations for our customers and 
on occasions this means that we need to 
close a branch where customer footfall has 
fallen dramatically. 

“Our branch in Blackheath is a case in 
point. Customer usage of the branch has 
fallen very significantly.” 

The members of staff who man the 
branch will be transferred to other HSBC 
branches in the area.

Now let's move on, MP tels 
labour Party in union row 


SANDWELL MP Tom Watson has called for the Labour Party 
to move on from the Falkirk scandal, after the party reinstated 
suspended members as claims that a union rigged the ballot 
for the party’s candidate were dismissed. 

An internal investigation into the allegations surrounding Falkirk has cleared 
the candidates Karie Murphy and Stephen Deans of any wrongdoing. The Police, 
who were handed documents relating to the ballot, have also confirmed that they 


will not be taking action. 

Labour MP Mr Watson has said the 
initial report handed to the party 
leaders was full of errors, omissions 
and mistakes and did not give an accu¬ 
rate picture of the situation. 

The West Bromwich East MP 
stepped down from Ed Miliband’s 
shadow cabinet following the contro¬ 
versy surrounding the party’s by-elec¬ 
tion candidate for Falkirk earlier this 
year. 

Members 

The Unite trade union was accused 
of attempting to rig the ballot by 
pouring in new members and an inves¬ 
tigation was launched by Labour. 

Labour leader Ed Miliband has said 
he wants an end to the automatic affil¬ 
iation of union members to Labour, 
new codes of conduct for candidates 
and caps on campaign spending. 

The party has now said its internal 
investigation found the two candidates 
had done nothing wrong. 

Mr Watson said: “I had previously 
called for the initial report into the 
allegations to be published and when it 
wasn’t I took it upon myself to look 
into it, in detail. 

“What I realised was is that the sit¬ 
uation was very different to how it had 
been portrayed in many of the tabloid 
newspapers. And now I believe there is 
very little point in publishing the doc¬ 
ument.” 

He added: “The right decision has 
now been made and the mistakes rec¬ 
tified. We now have to look forward 
and move on.”

Labour started seeking a candidate 
for the Falkirk seat when MP Eric 
Joyce said he would be stepping down. 
Allegations emerged that Unite tried 
to sign up members in the con¬ 
stituency without their knowledge to 
ensure their favoured candidate Ms 
Murphy was chosen. 

Meanwhile, Mr Watson says Labour 
should campaign for a referendum on 
Britain’s membership of the Euro¬ 
pean Union next May. 

The party’s former deputy chair¬ 
man said he wants the party to seize 
the initiative on Europe from the Con¬ 
servative Party, who are offering a ref¬ 
erendum in 2017 if David Cameron is 
given a majority at the next General 
Election. 

The Prime Minister wants time to 
try to renegotiate Britain’s position in 
the European Union to try to repatri¬ 
ate powers back from Brussels, in the 
hope voters will choose to stay in the 
reformed European Union. 

Mr Watson wants to see the referen¬ 
dum take place in May 2014, on the 
same day voters elect MEPs. 

Mr Watson said: “We’re in opposi¬ 
tion so we don’t control the agenda, 
but most of my adult life we have had 
elections to the European Parliament 
and people don’t talk about Europe. 

“This way we could elect people to 
Europe and the country can have a say 
on whether we should be in or out. 

“We can’t set the agenda but we can 
shape the timing.”

REFURBISHMENT work at a Black Country 
crematorium will start in the new year after 
£1.4million plans were approved. 

Rowley Regis Crematorium will have a larger 
chapel, a remembrance garden, a covered area 
for flowers and new footpaths. 


It would also double the 
number of mourners it can 
hold in the chapel - more 
than 100. Previously, some 
mourners had to stand 
outside the chapel during 
services.

ZOO staff had a mission to p-p-p- 
pick up a baby penguin who did a 
disappearing act. 

Now this little bird has been chris¬ 
tened Houdini - after the world 
famous great escape artist. 

The chick somehow managed to get 
out of Penguin Bay at Dudley Zoologi¬ 
cal Gardens - and waddled off to the 
nearby Go Wild! theatre about 40 
yards away. 

The juvenile Humboldt penguin was 
spotted by zoo presenter Langan 


Turner, who gives talks to visitors in 
the theatre, as he opened the door at 
Go Wild! He said: “It was quite a sur¬ 
prise to see the Humboldt there. 

“We’re used to finding peacocks 
outside the door, but never a penguin.

IT HAS helped thousands of people learn to 
swim and clinched scores of trophies over 
the years. 

Now a swimming club in the Black Country is making 
a big splash as it celebrates its 125th anniversary. 

Members of Warley Wasps, based in Oldbury, has 
opened the club’s photo album as they look back on a 
century and a quarter of history. 

Warley Wasps was founded to coincide with the opening 
of Rolfe Street Baths, in Smethwick, on May 7, 1888. 

Originally known as Warley Amateur Swimmers, the 
club was later renamed Smethwick Swimming Club and 
quickly became an important part of the sporting scene 
in the area. 

By 1900 it had become part of the Smethwick Recre¬ 
ative and Athletic Association. 

The club forged early links with Mitchells and Butlers 
Brewery whose own swimming club functioned as a sub¬ 
section of Smethwick Swimming Club that included both 
of the company’s directors who became active members. 

Initially only open to men, the club hosted its first 
mixed-sex gala in 1911. 

An extract from the original rules of Smethwick Swim¬ 
ming Club gives its objective as being “to promote the art 
of swimming, floating, diving and plunging.” 

Britain 

Since its foundation, the club has enjoyed a lot of 
success and has seen members go on to compete for Great 
Britain under the mentorship of head coach Bert Owen. 

But the club has experienced some difficult years 
during its illustrious history, including three years ago 
when membership slumped to around 130 members. 

It now has more than 450 swimmers on its books. Marc 
Soulsby, head coach, has been involved in the club on and 
off for the last 25 years and was part of the team which 
led the group’s revival. 

He said: “When I joined three-and-half years ago the 
club was in a bad state and we have worked hard over the 
last few years to get back to where we are.” 

“I think what makes us so successful is that we are open 
and friendly but very serious about our racing and people 
really appreciate that. 

“I’m very proud to be part of a club with such a rich 
history.” 

To celebrate their history the club recently held a 
swimming tournament, and a dinner was also held for 
past and present to share their memories and stories. 

Chairman Ray Evans said: “I think under the circum¬ 
stance its an amazing achievement to reach 125 years of 
continuous history. 

“We are very much an honest and open club and I think 
we have been absolutely vital to the area as we have 
taught thousands to swim.” 

Warley Wasps currently trains several times a week at 
Smethwick, Langley and Aston swimming pools.

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New appeal is launched 
to find missing Natalie

FRIENDS and family 
of a teenage girl who 
vanished when she 
left her Dudley home 
to go to the shops 
have launched a fresh 
appeal to find her -10 
years since she was 
last seen. 

Natalie Putt, of Thorn- 
leigh, Lower Gornal, was 17 
when she disappeared on 
September 1, 2003. 

She never returned, 
despite having a three- 
month-old baby son, named 
Rhys, at home. 

Now, a decade later, 
friends and relatives have 
renewed their appeals to 
find Natalie - blitzing social 
networking websites with 
appeals for help, including 
tweets to stars such as Ant 
and Dec, Lord Sugar, ex- 
Spice Girl Emma Bunton, 
Jonathan Ross and Boy 
George. 

Hope 

Natalie’s half sister, 36- 
year-old Rebecca Coggins, 
said: “We’ve got to believe 
there is still some hope that 
she’s out there somewhere 
and it would be nice to think 
she’s made her own little life 
and is happy. 

“But we need to know - 
that’s the agony. We don’t 
think she would have gone 
off and left her baby - there’s 
got to be more to it than 
meets the eye. 

“But we have to face the 
possibility there was some¬ 
thing made her leave that 
day. Natalie going missing 
has been a journey that you 
wouldn’t wish on anybody.” 

In March police hunting 
for Natalie started digging 
up land in a paddock, where 
she is believed to have once 
kept two horses, next to 
Himley Lodge on the A449 
Stourbridge Road in Himley. 

Hydraulic equipment was 
used to cut through the con¬ 
crete floor of a brick out¬ 
building but police called off 
the search after finding 
nothing nearly three days 
later. 

The following month, 
police revealed that the case 
of missing Natalie was one of 
six ‘cold’ cases about which

they were appealing to the 
public for help in solving - 
the other five cases were 
murders. 

Rebecca said friends had 
been busy tweeting a 
‘missing’ poster about 
Natalie since yesterday and 
a fresh plea was posted on a 
Facebook page set up to try 
to find her. 

“I haven’t got a clue about 
Twitter but they have and 
they’re contacting every¬ 
body they can think of, even 
celebrities who don’t know 
her, to retweet the appeal in 
the hope that it will bring 
some news,” she added. 

“I’ll be catching up with 
them later about what 
response they may have had. 

“We will keep the cam¬ 
paign up and running and 
will never give up - while 
there’s hope we will keep 
going.” 


TV presenters Holly 
Willoughby, Kirstie Allsop, 
Kate Thornton and Jake 
Humphrey and actress 
Amanda Holden are among 
the celebrities invited to 
retweet the appeal. 

Tipton 

Natalie’s son, Rhys, is now 
aged 10 and living with his 
father, the missing girl’s 
boyfriend Kevin McCallum. 

In March 2009, Natalie 
was featured on a missing 
person programme, which 
sparked reported sightings 
of the her in Tipton, Cardiff, 
Bournemouth and Scotland 
dating back to 2005. 

But, despite police investi¬ 
gations into the sightings, 
they drew a blank. 

West Midlands Police 
spokesman Brig Ford said: 
“The case is still open and if 
any credible information 


comes in we will act upon it, 
as we did in March, when we 
brought in special equip¬ 
ment to search the land in 
Himley.” 

Sheena Hamilton, who 
used to own Himley Lodge 
and now lives next door in 
Himley Park, said: “I feel 
desperately sorry for the 
family and just hope their 
new appeal brings some 
answers. 

“I’m certain that some¬ 
body must know something 
about what has happened to 
Natalie. 

“She was a lovely girl and 
was only a kid - but she loved 
her baby and I don’t believe 
there’s any way she would 
have just left him.” 

Anyone with information 
that might help to find 
Natalie is urged to phone 
police on 101. 


Council in half a million 
pound row over centre 


TRUSTEES of an outdoor pursuits 
centre in Wale used by hundreds of 
schoolchildren from Walsall have 
launched legal action against Walsall 
Council in a dispute over a £500,000 
repairs bill. 

The council ended its links with the 
Bryntysilio Outdoor Education Centre 
in north Wales two years ago to save 
cash. But the centre’s trustees want 
the authority to contribute to the 
repair bill dating from the time it 
leased its buildings. 

The council had offered to pay 
£122,000 towards the costs but the 
those who run the centre are demand¬ 
ing £500,000. 


Jim Crabtree, Chairman of the 
School Holiday Camp Fund, which 
owns the centre, said: “We have served 
court papers on them. We had hoped to 
have negotiated a settlement but it has 
now got to this point.” 

Costs 

Until the council ended its link with 
the centre, bosses paid £500,000 a year 
towards its running costs. 

The trustees say that work is needed 
at the site to bring it up to scratch and 
that the money offered by the council is 
not enough. Despite the end of Walsall 
Council involvement, Walsall children 
are still able to use the site for holidays. 


Mr Crabtree added: “The centre is 
flourishing with group bookings. The 
summer season is our busiest period 
and things have being going very well. ” 

Leader of Walsall Council Councillor 
Mike Bird said: “The council is in a 
legal dispute with the owners of Bryn- 
tisilio in relation to a claim for dilapi¬ 
dations. “As this matter is subject to 
legal proceedings, the council is unable 
to make any further comments.” 

The future of the centre, near Llan¬ 
gollen, was thrown into doubt when 
the council withdrew its annual 
funding. A campaign was launched to 
safeguard the centre and the trustees 
of the building vowed to keep it going.

Mazda makes inroads on toughest tests 



The new Mazda 3 performed well on demanding road surfaces during a test drive in Russia An excellent driving position in the Mazda 3

IT’S hard to imagine a more punishing setting 
for a first drive than eastern Russia, where the 
surfaces are so badly maintained that a single 
wheel out of place can mean the end of the 
road. 

Yet that is exactly where Mazda let me get my hands on 
the new Mazda 3 hatchback for the first time, as eight iden¬ 
tical cars made their way across the widest country in the 
world. It’s also, inevitably, where one of the cars did put a 
wheel - or rather two - wrong; wrecking both right-hand- 
side rims on a single pothole. 

This was a desperately tricky place for Mazda to intro¬ 
duce a car. Even the local drivers along the route were 
strewn like cannon fodder across the roadsides, tyres flat or 
wheels bent, all victims of the insanely large potholes and 
roller coaster-esque, frequently sunken highway. 

Curvaceous 

So why did they do it? One reason might be that among 
the hordes of decades old (in design, at least) Ladas and Cold 
War-era vans, the curvaceous Mazdas stood out like Miss 
World contestants in a working farmyard. Their flowing 
shape, purposeful front end styling and silhouettes reminis¬ 
cent of the Ferrari FF gave the convoy something that 
passers-by couldn’t help but stare at. 

The 3 continues the firm’s ‘Kodo’ design theme, which 
means ‘soul of motion’. The result is stand-out styling, with 
the exception of the curiously long front overhang (thank 
pedestrian safety) and the tiny 16in alloys fitted to these 


cars. In truth, the upgraded 18in wheels that are set to be 
more popular in the UK simply wouldn’t have survived the 
disintegrating Russian roads. A long-looking bonnet and a 
backwards-slung passenger area give the 3 a distinctly 
‘shooting brake’ style profile, which in turn presents a 
premium first impression. It’s dimmed by those small 
wheels, though, and it needs the 18s to look right. 

Things are still recognisably Japanese on the inside, with 
a mixture of sensible black plastics, hard-wearing surfaces 
and logical layouts all designed to satisfy previous Mazda, 
Toyota and Nissan buyers. But it’s definitely a more appeal¬ 
ing place to sit for fans of European brands, with a greater 
emphasis on style. 

It’s a subtle improvement of shapes and finishes, but it 
doesn’t push too far in any one direction and the net result 


is a very likeable interior. Some of the textures should be 
treated with care though, because their coarse finish natu¬ 
rally rubs skin away and develops (easily cleanable) pale 
patches. 

Passengers are catered for reasonably well, with good 
legroom available in all seats and a light, airy feel in the 
front seats. The one criticism is for the heavily shaped rear 
bodywork, which cuts down on available light in the rear 
seats and makes it feel a little more cramped back there 
than it really is. 

Behind the wheel, drivers are treated to a typically excel¬ 
lent Mazda driving position, partly inherited from the MX- 
5 sports car. It’s easy to drop into the reasonably high seats, 
where you can then use the large range of adjustment in the 
seat and steering column to get comfortable and place the 


gear lever perfectly, just under your hand - in this case my 
right hand, because the eight plucky Mazdas crossing the 
rough Russian terrain had been built to German specs. 

The mid-range 118bhp 2.0-litre petrol engine employs 
Mazda’s amazing SkyActiv technology to record fuel con¬ 
sumption and C02 emissions scarcely believable for its 
type, but in this trim there’s no getting away from its lack 
of low-down urge. A 165bhp edition is on the way, but this 
one is best limited to gentle running about, and is at least 
very quiet and smooth, with a positive gear change and 
nicely weighted pedals. 

Arguably the most impressive aspect of the car on this 
first drive was the way it handled the shocking road quality. 
Mazda will be launching the new 3 properly in Europe only 
a few weeks after the Frankfurt Motor Show.
